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gives any trustee who “commences upon his. her 10th year of 
consecutive service as a Board member and subsequently 
resigns, retires or is not re-elected” medical and dental 
benefits for life. This coverage is also extended to their 
dependents and will be paid for by the District. at a cost of 
approximately $1,300 per year, per member. 

Readiig from a prepared statement. Mulkerin remarked, 
“One of the reasons government ts held in low esteem these 
days is because people see elected officials taking every 
advantage they can for their own or their fellow officials’ 
benefit.” 

Mulkerin, a member of the Orange County Area Social 
Science Association (OCASSA) which remains alert to local 
governmentalaction, said) the — limit could be lowered 
to six years or to four years by future boards. “After only one 
term in office, a trustee who retires could draw on this 
privilege.” he said. 

Maureen Noble, president of the classified employees 
union (SACCEA AFSCME), sent a letter of protest to the 
Board which SAC President Bill Wenrich read during the 
mecting. “Phe SACCEA’ AFSCME Local #2691 protests 
the proposed amendment to Board Policy ... referring to the 


the state legislature to repeal this ill-advised eratuity to 
retired trustees.” 

The meeting was then moved into executive session where 
the matter was discussed behind closed doors. Retut ning 45 
minutes later, the Board promptly approved the measure. 

In other action, the trustees were once again introduced to 
Frank Castro, a member of the Forensics team. Castro had 
won the Carl Bovero Award in competition held in Kansas 
City. Mo. over Faster vacation. 

While SAC placed 12th out of 72 colleges. Castfo was 
totaling up points with gold and silver awards until he was 
named the nation’s top community college debater. Five 
hundred students trom across the country attended the 
event. 

The Board was also told about Castros trip to the Los 
Angeles Hilton on April 24. where he will represent the 
Humanities Division in the Bank of America Achievement 
Awards. SAC ts the only college with two students to reach 
the finals in this competition. Margaret Oursler is another 
contestant from SAC representing the Business Division. 

The final competition will see cight other finalists matched 
against SAC’s entrants with the top prize being $2,500,

SAC improvements planned 
for coming summer session

Nine huge doors that silently roll up, sparkling new 
men’s showers, air conditioning for the fitness lab, 
new auto-lab exits and chain link fences willadd up to 
$196,500 as SAC’s summer construction projects for 
1980 get underway. 

Last summer. Dunlap Hall was split. literally, 
among other changes, to the surprise of many faculty 
and students. This year is different. A list of eight 
summer facilities modifications has been openly 
circulated to faculty senate and students, according to 
SAC President Bill Wenrich, f 

One new project will see the racquetball courts 
iuminated with metered lights. There will be a small 
charge. possibly 25 cents. to individuals using the 
courts at night. Mini-courses in the popular sport 
being planned for mid-tall, 1980, contingent upon the 
completion of the lighting system. 

The walls of the courts, too short to keep in wild 
balls, will be extended from 20 feet to 40 feet, making 
them even with the back line of the court. 

According to Dr. Doug Gorrie, dean of Physical 
Education and Athletics, “The. extension of the 
racquetball courts will No. | reduce the injury factor -- 
there have already been several bumps and bruises. 
And No. 2 affect the continuity of the game, keeping 
the ball within the court confine and reduces the 
distraction of having to chase balls from court to 
court.” 

Another improvement in the physical education 
department will be in the men’s shower. 

Twelve shower heads just aren’t enough for the 
athletics department and that’s all they have in the 
north men’s shower which “is an abomination,” says 
Gorrie. The plumbing, tile and a general upgrading is 
also planned to bring an additional dozen shower 
heads into’ operation. 


Nine roll-up doors will be replaced in the auto shop 
and auto body buildings because the present system is 
inadequate. difficult to maneuver and potentially 
dangerous. 

“The present system of controlled balancing on 
weights will be replaced with more efficient doors. If 
one of the existing cables broke. someone could be 
seriously hurt.” reports Dean Strenger. dean of the 
Science and Technology Division. 

The fitness lab and east G classroom, absent of 
windows, will be air conditioned. These classrooms 
now have no ventilation, and are used for fitness 
testing which could be affected by the extremely hot 
weather. 

Another scheduled improvement is an exit-only 


gate to be installed between Nealley Library and the - 


maintenance building. The entrance to the auto shop 
is often blocked with cars waiting to be worked on. 
The new exit will put an end to the reshuffling that is 
created when a vehicle is taken out fora test drive. The 
exit will be exclusively used for auto testing. 

There has been pilfering going on at the welding 
shop where a substantial amount of donated metal is 
disappearing. Strenger said. 

“The monetary loss is negligible. However, the 
inconvenience to instructors and students using the 
welding lab is becoming an increasing problem.” 
complained Strenger. “The proposed chain link fence 
to be placed around the metal area is an attempt at 
discouraging the loss of material.” 

The diesel shop’s entrance door will be moved 
forward, flush with the outside wall to increase 
storage space and make access to the door easier. 
Presently the door directly behind the Don 
Bookstore, is indented into the J Building. 

The summer projects, with the exception of the 
racquetball lighting. are slated for completion by the 
end of vacation.

Women’s services growing

The Women’s Program and Services department of 
SAC’s New Horizons is providing an ever-widening 
variety of assistance to women in the forms of services, 
support groups and seminars. 

The three major components of the program are 
assistance to displaced homemakers, women’s re- 
entry and personal, academic and a career counseling 
for women pursuing non-traditional careers. 

“One of the goals of our program here is to help 
women identify their goals and the changes they're 
planning on making.” New Horizons Coordinator 
Diane Van Hook said. “Then they are able to 
realistically deal with different Kinds of conflicts or 
changes in personal life so that whena problem arises, 
it’s not overwhelming.” 

And according to Women’s Re-entry Program 
Facilitor Shirley Stoabs, “This ts strictly counseling 
and support services. We are not political.” 

Van Hook defines a displaced homemaker as one 
who is “divorced, widowed or separated: who ts 
unemployed or underemployed and = who | ts 
experiencing difficulty in obtaining or upgrading 
employment.” 

To assist the homemaker, New Horizons offers 
vocational entry-level classes, career planning and 
job-search classes, job placement and weekly support 

_groups, peer advisors, workshops and seminars. 

Of Women’s Re-entry, Stoabs said, “On the 
average, we're seeing people who are mothers who 
have had children in the home. They want to come 
back to school to train to geta job, upgrade their skills 
or simply for something to do. But most have a 


definite need for a job.” 

Stoabs encourages women to pursue non- 
traditional job careers. “The reason we seek non- 
traditional jobs is because in the majority of cases they 
pay better and. possibly have more options to advance 
on the job.” 

In describing such a career. Van Hook remarked, 
“A non-traditional career is one that has traditionally 
been dominated by males -- a position that one would 
think of as being held by a man, such as auto 
mechanic. engineer, architect. machinist or welder.” 

Women’s Re-entry provides a variety of services 
including individual counseling. seminars. support 
groups and classes such as Van Hook’s Guidance 110, 
designed) for re-entry women and displaced 
homemakers. 

Gracie Click, an instructional aide in the Child 
Development Department and a student in Van 
Hook’s class, said of Women’s Programs and 
Services, “It's helped me to become aware of 
employment opportunities available to me and to find 
out what makes me tick. [t’s given me the opportunity 
to put myself forward in the world.” 

Another goal of Women’s Re-entry is that of 
retention, which Stoabs outlined. “A lot of women 
who return don’t know what classes to take. As a 
result they tend to enroll in classes familiar to them 
because they're less frightening. Then they drop out 
because they don’t like to type. thinking college isn’t 
right for me. 

“If they had explored a career with a counselor, they 
might still be in school. Our goal is to help people 
make choices and point out available options.” Stoabs — 
concluded.

Mariagement Institute( HEMI) isa 
professional organization which 
helps schools evaluate the school’s 
ability to communicate within 
itself and thereby more effectively 
bring about any necessary 
improvements to the institution. 
Wenrich described the five 
phases of the three-year HEMI 
operation as being: 1) Introduc- 


perceptions of what is needed for 
institutional improvements: 3) 
Action Planning: a task force, 
made up of leaders selected from 
each group, will review the surveys 
and establish priorities among 
their respective groups which will 
be compiled into an institutional 
improvement action plan: 4) 
Implementation: and 5) 
Evaluation: to determine the 
success of the project. 

The second part of the HEMI 
operation, the Needs Assessment 
Survey, has been taking place since 
Monday and will continue through 
next Friday. The survey consists of 
different questionnaires which are 
being distributed by the various 
group leaders. 

One task force member is SAC 
maintenance worker Bill Brush. 
He said the survey. which he will 
give to the classified workers he 
represents, “takes about an hour to 
complete.” He said the form being 
filled out by his group is “not as 


absolutely the greatest thing that 
could happen. In two to three years 
we could have as close to total 
communication as possible.” 

Computer programmer Jim 
Garcia, who ts the task force group 
leader for SAC classified workers 
under SACCEA AFSCME 
contract. described the needs 
assessment surveys as individual 
evaluations of employees® success 
in| communicating and dealing 
with problems through supervisors 
and other superiors. He says the 
assessments are arranged — to 
establish each group’s ability to 
communicate with higher ups “in 
pyramid form up to the president.” 

Garcia 1s hopeful that the plan 
can “pinpoint problems and find 
out where trouble areas in the 
school might be.” 

Brush concluded. “One goal of 
this plan is to make sure that the 
voice of the little guy is heard all 
the way to the top.”

Woman succeeds in business: minarity tells her story

Seated opposite me is a poised, 
carefully dressed woman whose 
long blonde hair and large green 
eves contradict. any — possible 
stereotype of her name--Patrice 
Martinez.

in Irvine called Alpha Micro. In 
less than three years, she became 
the Sales Order Manager, 
directing a hectic department with 
a staff of seven. 

Computers are a “hot” business 
now. Competition ts tough and the 
stakes are high. The pressure ts on 
and Martinez is on her way up to 
the top. She is 28 years old and 
earns over $31,000 a year. 

Q) What are the qualifications 
for your job? 

A) Almost none. | graduated 
from high school. | have a grand 
total of about 25 units towards my 
bachelor’s (degree). My 
background? Usually when I’m 
asked that question | say, “My 
background 1s b.s. 

Q) An advantage or disadvan- 
tage to be a woman? 

A) You should be able to use 
femininity, but you~ shouldn't 
allow it to stand in your way. There 
are times in the office when | 
consider that | can get away with a 
lot more because | am a female. 

Q) What about @being a 
Martinez? Has having a name like 
Martinez been an influence on 
your life or career? 

A) Yes and no, mostly no. It 
makes you very popular with 
companies who have to answer to 
the United States government. 
(They) can list you as a member of 
their management team with a 


Spanish surname. Both of my 
sisters are married and both of 
them retained the “Martinez” in 
their names because it’s just plain 
foolish to give up that kind of an 
edge, 

Q) Then you feel being a 
minority, whether as a Woman or 
an Hispanic, gives you an 
advantage? 

A) Yes, definitely, Because 
other people see it that way. 

Q) What is it about you 
specifically that’s made you 
successful? 

A) I'm glib-tongued. I've been 
told that before. | firmly believe it 
and think that is one of the reasons 
Iam successful. 

Q) In one or two words how 
would you like someone else to 
describe you? 

A) Sophisticated would be one. 
Another one that | would like 
would be intelligent. | have a high 
opinion of my own intelligence. It 
would make me happy if someone 
IT respect also had a high opinion of 
my intelligence. Q) Whatdo you 
want to be remembered for? 

A) Two things. | want to be 
remembered as a nice person. | 
realize nice guys finish last and all 
that garbage. I don’t believe that. 
And asa “saver.” One of my sisters 
is _an amateur historian and she 
tells me that I save all the right 
stuff, the general things that will 
show a historian exactly how | 
really lived my life, something that 


would make other things that he 
would find out about this time 
more personal, More real. 

Q) History and the permanence 
of mankind. What do you think 
your responsibilities are to society? 

A) I’m not ona soapbox right 
now. [think right now I’m working 
on living my own life well, and 
later on maybe Tl help somebody 
else with theirs.

Woman's image in the mass media | 
outlines annual Journalism Day

“I think its important to reflect 
on women an the media,” 
commented Journalism adviser 
Terry Bales. “This is one 
profession where ideally the 
difference in sex should make no 
difference since all stories involve 
human beings.” 

Bales chose ‘The Woman’s 
Image and Role in the Mass 
Media’ as the keynote portion of 
Journalism Day, next Thursday, 
April 24, since it coincides with 
Women’s Week on campus this 
year. 

What better person to deliver a 
speech dealing with women than 
one who devotes hours of her own 
time to supporting their rights? 

That’s why Karen Peters, state 


Immediately following Peters’ 
presentation a panel of female 
journalists featuring Janet 
Clayton, medical writer forthe LA 
Times; Barbara Riegle, Orange 
County bureau chief for KFWB 
News Radio; and Cheryl Romo, 
county news reporter for The 
Register, will discuss “Women in 
the Media.” Questions of Ms. 
Peters and the panel will be 
permitted during this session. 

Clayton, who feels that 
journalism is equally rewarding to 
men and women, notes that 
contrasts in opinion are projected 
when a woman (as opposed to a 
man) writes on the same subject. 
“The most important, obviously, ts 
that a woman doing a story is 
going to offer a different 
viewpoint,” she noted. 


woman,” she said. “People have a 
tendency to relegate woman,” 
therefore you “knock yourself out. 

“This is a business that a lot of 
people want to’ be in,” Romo 
commented. Thus women must 
prove they can pull their weight 
moreso than men. 

Despite the minor disagree- 
ments of males and females in the 
newsroom, Romo believes that 
there are benefits.

Peters is dedicated to fight 
for equality of both sexes

What motivates a woman to volunteer all her tree 
time to an organization that strives to provide equal 
rights to women In this society? 

“Lowe it to the sisters of our future.” says Karen 
Peters, state president of the National Organization 
for Women (NOW). 

Karen will be the main speaker on SACs 
Journalism Day. Thursday, April 24. At Tl a.m. in 
Phillips Hall. she will zero in on the image of women 
in the media and in the job market. 

Peters is employed full-time by the County 
Administrative Office. In her spare time. she manages 
to meet the demands of NOW. an organization which 
She has been active in since 1974. 

As State Coordinator of the largest feminist group 
in the country, Karen’s duties include many ranging 
from stapling her own office memorandum, (because 
ol the lack of clerical support), to public appearances 
at the White House Conference of Families. 

“Pam dedicated to the fight for equality. Women 
have been the backbone of American tamiulies: tor 
years and [think itis high time we are recognized in 
the constitution,” said Peters. 

“The National Organization for Women ts taking 
action to bring women into full participation in the 
mainstream of society now, exercising full rights and 
responsibilities in partnership with men,” she stated. 

Working hard towards the ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA) in only three more states, 
is Karen’s top priority. As chief spokesperson of 
NOW, she has arranged many speaking engagements 
in support of ERA in preparation for the May 10 
national march in Chicago. 

The Equal Rights Amendment states: “Equality of 
rights under law shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any state on account of sex.” “A 
mere 23 words,” Karen states, “but those wards say a 
lot.” 

“I feel | have lived ERA. Asa widow and mother of 
One since 1967, | have a personal, as well as 
professional interest in ERA,” Peters explained. 

“It will benefit men because it will be bettering half 


the population, making this a better place to live,” she 
said. 

Some of the speeitic things PRA will protect are 
homemakers who tail to be recognized When applying 
for credit or benefits. and widows who struggle to 
raise children on 20 per cent lower wages than men 
receive for the same work, 

Naming the myths. Karen says, “Phe amendment 
will not mean the destroying of the family, the use of 
unisex toilets. or the influence of homosexual 
marriages.” 

“That (the Equal Rights Amendment) ts passed, it 
willmake eversthing worthwhile because of the major 
social change it will provide.” she said. 

NOW advocates the rights of lesbian and pay 
communities. : 

“Weare the first organization to take up the banner 
In support of sexual preference and human rights.” 
said Karen, 

The 22.000 members in this state alone. believe 
women should have the right to control their own 
reproductive systems, 

“Women should have the freedom to choose. NOW 
has led the fight for poor women who choose abortion 
to do so and to be able to afford it.” she said. 

Peters feels the organization which she represents 0 
very much in’ the rights of minorities. 

“Our goal is to erase sexismand racism, We actively 
support the minority people of this country because 
vou cannot relate to one, (sexism and racism), without 
the other,” she explained. 

There are three chapters in Orange County for 
women who would like to obtain membership. 

New and old members are encouraged to attend the 
State Conference of NOW on June 13, 14 and 15, at 
the Registry Hotel in’ Irvine where women may 
participate in workshops and share interest’ and 
information from members all over the state. 

“Lam simultaneously a chief and an Indian. We all 
correlate together to be valuable to our world,” she 
said. 

With such a busy schedule, Karen says free time isa 
luxury. But as Karen puts it, “When you care enough 
to give your very best, no one else is going to do it for
